tury I often met Albert, Einstein 

in my grand-parents’ house on the 

MarketPlace of Ulm, his grand- 


mother being a sister of." my: 
grandfather. At that time,” his 
childhood; my cousin * Etnatein 


often struck us as having no pur- 
tleular relish for ‘our childish 
games. Possibly even then his 
mind was occupied .with “more 
serious thoughts;, possibly. he was 
also affected by the cares which 
weighed upon his - parents ‘and 
prevented him from enjoying a 
really happy childhood, 

Einstein's father had started an 
electrotechnical factory for which 
the timés were probably not ma- 
ture; at.any rate, the business did 


mot ‘prosper very well and consc- 


quently caused him and his family 
a great deal of worry.. These cir- 
cumstances naturally cast a. cer- 
tain gloom over Albert Einstein’s 
childhood; he saw troubled faces
